Two killed 
in fatal 
collision 


(Arlington, KY) - The 

Kentucky State Police 
responded to a fatal vehicle 
collision on May 19, 2014 
at approximately 6:33 P.M. 
The single vehicle collision 
occurred around the 2 mile 
marker on US 51 just north 
of Arlington. 

Preliminary investigation 
shows Peter A. Jones, 21 of 
Arlington, operating a 1995 
Dodge pickup traveling 
south on US 51. Zachary S. 
Nelson, 20 of Clinton, was a 
passenger in the truck. Jones 
overcorrected his vehicle, 
when the right side went off 
the roadway for an unknown 
reason. The pickup traveled 
across the roadway running 
off the left side and struck an 
embankment, which caused 
the vehicle to overturn. 
Jones was ejected from the 
vehicle and Nelson was 
partially ejected during the 
collision. 

Nelson was pronounced 
dead on the scene by the 
Carlisle County Coroner’s 
Office. Jones was air lifted 
to St Francis Hospital in 
Cape Girardeau, MO where 
he later died as a result of his 
injuries. Both occupants 
were not wearing seatbelts at 
the time of the collision and 
alcohol use is suspected.

Explore Medicare Before You Turn 65 
By Jason Alderman 


Each day, approximately 
10,000 Baby Boomers turn 65 
- and thereby become eligible 
for Medicare. 

But becoming eligible for and 
actually enrolling in Medicare 
are two very different things. In 
fact, if you miss the initial win¬ 
dow to sign up for certain parts 
of Medicare and later decide to 
enroll, you could wind up pay¬ 
ing significantly higher premi¬ 
ums for the rest of your life. 

If you’re approaching 65, get 
familiar with these Medicare 
basics now: 

Medicare provides benefits 
to people age 65 and older (and 
those under 65 with certain 
disabilities or end-stage renal 
disease). For most people, the 
initial enrollment period is the 
seven-month period that begins 
three months before the month 
they turn 65. If you miss that 
window, you may enroll be¬ 
tween January 1 and March 31 
each year, although your cover¬ 
age won’t begin until July 1. 

Medicare offers several plans 
and coverage options, includ¬ 
ing: 

Medicare Part A helps cover 
inpatient hospital, skilled nurs¬ 
ing facility and hospice servic¬ 
es, as well as home health care. 
Most people pay no monthly 
premium for Part A, provided 
they or their spouse have paid 
FICA taxes for at least 40 cal¬ 
endar quarters. 

Medicare Part B helps cover 
medically necessary doctor’s 
services, outpatient care, du¬ 
rable medical equipment and 
many preventive services. It’s 
optional and has a monthly pre¬ 
mium. For most people there’s 
a $147 yearly deductible; after 
that’s met, you’ll be responsi¬ 
ble for 20 percent of the Medi¬ 
care-approved amount of the 
service, provided the doctor or 
other provider accepts Medi¬ 
care. 

Medicare Part C (Advantage) 
plans are offered by Medicare- 
approved private insurers as 
alternatives to Original Medi¬ 
care Parts A and B. Most cover 
prescription drugs and some 
include additional benefits such 
as dental and vision coverage 
for an extra cost. You’re usu¬ 
ally required to use the plan’s 
doctor, hospital and pharmacy 


provider network, which may 
be more restrictive than pro¬ 
viders you can access through 
Parts A and B. 

Medicare Part D helps cover 
the cost of prescription drugs. 
It’s optional and carries a 
monthly premium. These pri¬ 
vately run plans vary widely in 
terms of cost, copayments and 
deductibles and medications 
covered. If you’re enrolled in a 
Part C plan that includes drug 
coverage, you don’t need Part 
D. 

Many people purchase ad¬ 
ditional Medigap (or Medi¬ 
care Supplemental) insurance, 
which is offered by private in¬ 
surers and helps pay for many 
items not covered by Medicare. 
Medigap plans can vary widely 
in terms of cost, covered ben¬ 
efits and states participating 
so compare your options care¬ 
fully. 

Keep in mind: 

• For all Medicare plans, de¬ 
ductibles, copayments and co- 
insurance may apply, depend¬ 
ing on the service provided. 

• With Parts B and D, you’ll 
often face sizeable penalties 
if you don’t enroll when first 
becoming eligible - Part B pre¬ 
miums could increase 10 per¬ 
cent for each 12-month period 
you were eligible but didn’t 
sign up (the Part D penalty is 
more complicated); however, if 
you’re currently covered by an 
employer’s plan you can enroll 
later without penalty. 

• Terms of Advantage and 
Part D plans such as premiums, 
copayments and covered medi¬ 
cations can change from year 
to year, so carefully review 
enrollment materials from your 
current plans to make sure they 
still match your needs. 

Understanding and choos¬ 
ing the right Medicare options 
for your individual situation 
can be a complicated and time- 
consuming process. For assis¬

you’ll find “Medicare & You 
2014,” a detailed guide that 
explains Medicare in easy-to- 
understand language, and tools 
to compare prescription plans, 
hospitals, nursing homes, home 
health agencies and Medigap 
plans in your area.

A new beginning for Hickman County 


T uesday’s election held some 
surprises for some offices, as 
longtime officials were edged 
out by a handful of votes. 

Magistrates Ricky 
Deweese and Harold 
Jackson each fell less 
than 10 votes shy of 
re-election to their 
positions. 

When longtime 
magistrate Tommy 
Roberts (district 2) 
announced this winter 
that he would not be 
seeking re-election, 
people knew this 
wasn’t going to be 
a typical election. As candidates filed in 
to place their bid for Roberts’ position, 
Hickman County Judge Executive Greg 
Pruitt announced that he, too, would be 
retiring at the end of his current term. 

After this announcement was made, 
Jailer Chad Frizzell rescinded his bid for 
re-election as jailer and filed to run for 
judge-executive. Joey McGee had already 
placed his bid for the position, and recently 
retired superintendent Kenny Wilson filed 
for the office shortly afterward. 

With Frizell gunning for the top spot, 
several law enforcement officials and jail 
employees filed to run for the position 


of jailer. City Administrator Allen Poole, 
Clinton Police Officer Thomas Dickson, 
and jail employees Amy Henley-Roell, 
Chad Barber, Dale Courtney, and Fatonia 
Mason all filed to run for the position. 

Meanwhile, seven candidates filed for 
the office of magistrate, second district. 
With all the energy that surrounded the 
election, Henry Cole and Brent Dublin 
decided to challenge incumbent Ricky 
Deweese, and former magistrate Irvin 
Stroud challenged Harold Jackson for the 
position in district three. 

With so many decisions to be made, 
Hickman County voters decided to try 
some new talent, and come January, I will 
be at a fiscal court meeting with many new 
faces seated around the table. 

So what does the future hold for 
Hickman County with such a green crop 
of officials? Will their inexperience be an 
obstacle? Or will their ability to look at 
things in a new light allow for more growth 
and development? 

There is a lot to be said for experience 
and the benefits it offers, but complacency 
tends to set in at some point. I like the idea 
of having new ways to look at and address 
problems, but there are always going to be 
rookie mistakes made, and maybe that’s 
okay. 

Kenny Wilson did a great job steering 
our school system into a top-tier position 
on state ratings. During his tenure as 


superintendent, Wilson saw the birth and 
maturity of Falcon Academy, and dual¬ 
credit program unlike any other in the 
state. Falcon Academy was not all Wilson’s 
doing, and he’ll be the first to tell you. 

But without his guidance, leadership, and 
vision, the program would certainly not 
be where it is today. He has the ability to 
handle sensitive issues with care and still 
make the hard decisions that need to be 
made. 

I believe Chad Barber will do a fine job 
as jailer. He has been around the business 
for a long time, and his heart is in the right 
place. 

Kory Naranjo will bring a younger 
perspective to the table. He has a “can 
do” attitude when it comes to taking on 
projects that may be intimidating. He may 
bite off more than he can chew, but if you 
aim for the moon and miss, you still land 
among the stars, right? Better than aiming 
at nothing. 

Irvin Stroud has shown his commitment 
to the community by spending his own 
funds to beautify his area of downtown 
Clinton. He has insightful ideas that will be 
useful to the county. 

I have never met Henry Cole, but 
hopefully he will give some insight into the 
Columbus area and find ways to help that 
community. 

Overall, I think it’s a winning team. Ask 
me again in four years.

Falcons foiled 
by Comeback 
Comets’ two 
out miracle 


On Tuesday evening, the 
Hickman County Falcons faced 
off against the Carlisle County 
Comets in the First District 
Championship game. The 
Falcons sent their 6’-5” right- 
handed ace Nate Newton to 
mound and he was impressive. 
Newton’s fastball and sweeping 
curve-ball kept the Comets 
off balance for six innings. 
Newton only allowed one 
Comet hit and no earned runs 
while on the mound. 

The Falcons took the lead 
in the top of the fourth inning 
as Nate Newton was walked 
and then was driven in on a 
Billy Speed double. Speed 
would score later in the inning 
giving the Falcon visitors a 2-0 
lead. The Falcons picked up 
four more runs in fifth. Lucas 
Rice led off with a single and 
Zach Howard moved him into 
scoring position with a sacrifice 
bunt. Austin Boaz drew a 
walk and Senior Nate Newton 
stepped into the batter’s box 
with two ducks on the pond.

He 
was followed by Billy Speed 
who cracked his second double 
of the game driving in Newton. 
Speed then stole third base and 
scored on a passed ball giving 
the Falcons a commanding 6-0 
lead. The Falcons would pick 
up another run in the top of the 
seventh as Nate Newton led off 
the inning with a line drive that 
smacked the center-field fence. 
Newton later scored when 
Hayden Spillman drew a bases 
loaded walk. The Falcons were 
squarely in the driver’s seat and 
on their way to another District 
Championship heading into the 
bottom of the seventh inning 
but then the wheels fell off. 

After the Falcons had held 
the Comets scoreless for six 
innings and boasted a 7-0 lead, 
Billy Speed went to the mound 
in the bottom of the seventh 
inning to close out the Comets. 
However, Hunter Burge’s 
Carlisle squad would not 
cooperate. Speed struck out the 
first batter Quincy Gamble and 
after surrendering a single to 
Bailey Morefield, the Falcons 
recorded the second out of the 
inning. Hickman County with 
a 7-0 lead was only one out 
away from hoisting the trophy. 


With things looking hopeless 
for Carlisle County, Michael 
Thomason got his first hit of the 
night. Brett Stephens then got 
into the hit column and drove 
in the first two Comets run 
of the evening. Trey Martin 
drew a walk from Speed and 
Matthew West drove in Stevens 
with his second hit of the night. 
The Comets now trailed 7-3. 
Colin Crawford was walked by 
Speed loading the bases for the 
Comets. Tanner Ogden stepped 
to the plate and was hit by a 
pitch bringing home another 
run making it 7-4 Falcons. 

Although the Comets seemed 
to be having their way by 
batting completely through 
their batting order and the 
Falcon lead was slipping away, 
Falcons Head Coach Shayne 
Midyett elected to stick with 
his pitcher Billy Speed. Quincy 
Gamble, who had led off the 
inning by striking out, stepped 
to the plate with a chance to 
redeem himself. Gamble made 
the home team fans proud as he 
knocked a 3 RBI double into left 
center-field erasing the Falcon 
7-0 lead and tying the game at 
seven apiece. While the Comet 
fans roared, the Falcon fans sat 
stunned in disbelief as their 
hopes of a district title had now 
changed to just hoping to get 
that elusive third out and force 
extra innings. Falcon pitcher 
Billy Speed hit the next batter, 
Bailey Morefield, bringing 
Ethan Weatherspoon to the 
batter’s box.
